dicated the minors were remaining 
away from the mines and that peace

OFFERS LEGAL, AID. 


Springfield, Nov. J.—In a telegram 


late yesterday to John L. Lewis, act-

PALMER EXPLAINS TO 
GOMPERS GOVERNMENT'S PLAN 


Injunction to Restrain Union Heads and Not to Keep 


Miners from Leaving Work. 


Washington, 
Nov. 1.—President 


Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, with Vice President Woll 
and 
Secretary 
Morrison 
protested 


yesterday afternoon as a delegation to 
Atty.-Gen. palmer against the govern- 
ment's action In suing out the injunc- 
tion anil predicted that It couia "only 
result In creating new and more dis- 
turbing Issues which may not be con- 
fined solely to the miners." 


BROTHERHOODS CONFER. 


Heads of tho great railway brother- 


hoods also conferred with the attor- 
ney-general but disclaimed that they 
did more than offer services to In- 
tervene. 


Atty.-Gen. Palmer emphasized to 


tile labor leaders that the govern- 
ment's injunction was In no wiso an 
infringement of tho working man's 
right to strike, but that It was a 
lawful process asalns n, calamity to 
thj country. He pointed out that tho 
Injunction had been issued for tho 
R-overnment acting- for all the peopla 
nnrl not for the employers acting In 
f'onflict with their employes. 


The attorney-general 
declined 
to 


predict what would be done It the 
miners failed to heed the 
federal 


court's order, pointing out that the 
rourt itself Initiates means to deal 
with those who disregard its man- 
dates. 


READT TO ACT. 


Mr. Palmer said he told the union 


mei. that they were at liberty to say 
lo either side in the strike that the 
president was ready to act immedia- 
tely to have the controversy settled 
amicably whenever the strike 
was 


called off. 


President Gompcrs and other offi- 


cials of the American Federation of 
Labor were said, however, to have 
urged their views on the matter of 
the Injunction In their 
conference 


with the attorney-general. 


NOT LIKE OTHERS. 


"I explained the necessity for the 


action," Mr. Palmer said, "and the 
manner In -which this case must be 
differentiated on Its facts from all 
other cases In whlcli Injunctions have 
been used. I have been opposed and 
tlio administration has been opposed 
to government by Injunction whereby 
employers might use the processes 
of the courts on an ex-parte proceed- 
in ; to force their employes Into sub- 
mission. 


"This is the government Itself, us- 


ing Us own courts to protect Itself 
from paralysis. It Is not an injunc- 
tion obtained by employers, not for 
the benefit of employes, not to settle 
the controversy, but to save the peo- 
ple of the entire country from dis- 
aster. It dies not affect the right of 
a man to work when he pleases." 


PURPOSE OF PETITION. 


In this connection Mr. Palmer ex- 


plained that the petition <or Injunc- 
tion as prepared by the government 
seeks to restrain the officers of tho 
United Mine Workers from doing any- 
thing In furtherance of the strike or- 
der. 


"If the Injunction is obeyed," Mr. 


Palmer said, "and It goes without 
saying that the law must tie obeyed, 
it will take away the direction of-the 
strike from above and leaves to the 
men nerfect freedom-to work or not 
as they gee fit. No strike can go on 
without direction." 


CAN PUNISH. 


If th* Injunction Is disobeyed the 


court can net on it» own initiative to 


tfl* violator! or M application 


of the government. Mr. Palmer de- 
clared the next step 
depended on 


what happened. 


The attorney-general's careful ex- 


planation that the injunction pro 
ceedings were directed against the 
union officers and not against the 
men who actually mine the coal, leav- 
ing them In fact "free to work or 
not" as they individually please, re- 
flected previous statements by ad 
ministration officials that the strike 
lacked support of the rank and file. 
It was made plain that the govern- 
ment intended to seek to avert disas- 
ter by preventing, legally, the ac- 
tivities of the men believed respon- 
sible for the disaster, rather than by 
wholesale arrests. 


"I did not argue tho question of an 


injunction," Mr. Palmer said In speak- 
ing of his conference with tho rail- 
road men, "but treated the situation 
as a crisis needing the good offices 
of all good citizens." 


Made to Explain Conduct 


During Conflict; Gets 


Enraged.

Bethmann-Hollweg, German chancel- 
lor for the greater part of the war, 
underwent a grilling Interrogation 
before the national assembly

war. 


Commissioner Sinsheimer quest^n- 


ed tho former chancellor so Insistent- 
ly on matters detailed at the morn- 
in., session that von Bethmann-Holl- 
wcs grew almost savage, although 
for a long time he had adopted an 
apologetic attitude. 


SUSPICIOUS OF WILSON. 


Considerable time was devoted to 


the part played by Ambassador Ger- 
ard, von Bethmann-Hollweg repeated- 
ly asserting that Germany was sus- 
picious of President Wilson's sincer- 
ity in offering peace. He (President 
Wilson) did not confide In Gerard, 
and the latter had to go to the pres- 
ident for information. The ex-chan- 
cellor saia Ambassador Gerard's ob- 
servations In Germany generally co- 
incided with his own. 


COULDN'T REMEMBER, 


Direct answers were frequently 


evaded by von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, 


who said he could not remember 
whether he gave Gerard German peace 
terms, although they had often spoke 
of peace and he had 
told 
Gerard 


things he said in the reichstag. 


The questions of the examiner be- 


came so Insistent that von Bethmann- 
Hollweg brindled and asked time to 
study the archives, which until a 
week ago he had not neen for two 
years.

that his staff at the time of tho 
armistice, when more than 2,000,000 
men were under hla command, con- 
sisted of less than 350 officers. While 
he thought that proportion might not 
obtain exactly for tho new peace 
time army, he expressed an opinion 
that the department's estimate of 2S1 
could be cut down considerably. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Gen. Pershing also recommended

MINERS IN WAR 


"Throughout the period of the war 


and during the nation's lime of stress 
the miners of America labored pat- 
iently, patriotically and arduously in 
order that the principles of freedom 
and democracy might triumph over 
the forces of arbitrary autocracy, dic- 
tatorship and despotism. 


"When armed hostilities ceased last 


November, the miners found them- 
selves In 
the paradoxical position 


where their intensive labor was being 
used to further enrich the owners 
of coal mines and merchants dealing 
in coal by the immediate reduction 
of the mining of the coal. Of course, 
tho mine owners readily conceived 
that an over-abundance of mined 
coal would seriously disturb the high 
prices of coal and endanger their 
large margin of profits. 


INCOME REDUCED 


"The miners found that with the 


constantly rising cost of necessities 
of life and with their income reduced 
over EO per cent because of idleness 
that they had reached the limit of 
human endurance. Orderly and Im- 
proved processes were Invoked to ne- 
gotiate a new understanding with 
the mine ovnera and which would 
enable the miners to work at least 
five days during each week through- 
out the entire year and allow them 


a wage sufficient to enable them to 
live In decency and free from many 
of the pressing uncertainties of life. 


OWNERS WOULD CURTAIL 


"In attempting to negotiate thU

signs of the work of the borer. 


In his letter to Mr. Smith the "en- 


tomologist says: 


SEND SAMPLE. 


"There Is a Blight possibility that 


the European corn borer may have 
been Introduced Into this state, and 
If such Is the case It 1* ot, highest 
Importance that we know of this In- 
festation before It has a chance to 
spread. 
During corn husking every 


farmer is urged to be on the lookout 
tor this insect, and If ears of corn 
or corn stalks are found containing 
borers, any one finding them Is es- 
pecially requested to send sample* of 
same to the Natural History Survey 
Urban a. 


"If possible, will you pleas* call 


the attention of your Farm Bureau 
members to this notice?

For the seventh time Judge 'WTiltfieia 
has sustained the demurrer of the 
Staley company and given the Wab- 
ash leave to amend its declaration. 


A few years atro the Cook county 


circuit court gave Judgment against 
the 'Wlabash for damages on account 
of the death of a switchman, who was 
killed when knocked from the side 
of a csr by a gate post that had been 
Planted too near the track of a ski- 
ing that entered the Staley plant. The 
W< bash contended that the Staley 
company was

placing of that gate post too close to 
the track, but th< Staley company 
couldn't see It that way and refused 
to accept any of the responsibility.
